Yearling Show 

Racing fans who think they know something 
about horses will get a chance to prove their 
point at Pimlico on Sunday, May 10, when the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association holds its 
Annual Yearling Show. 

A regular feature of the yearly exhibition is 
the Amateur Judging Contest, in which all 
spectators are invited to take part.

Leaders from each class will vie for the show 
championship. 

The Amateur Judging Contest will take place 
during the exhibiting of the third class on the 
program. Prizes will be awarded to the lady and 
gentleman who turn in cards closest to that of 
the official judge. 

Kentuckian Clarkson Beard, whose family has 
been identified with the Thoroughbred horse 
for generations, will judge the yearlings. 

Mr. Beard was manager of Green tree Farm 
for ten years, and resigned that post in order 
to devote more time to the Grayson Foundation, 
of which he is president. Also, he is associated 
with the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency as con¬ 
sultant in horse farm management. 

The show will be held on the racing strip in 
front of the clubhouse. Seating will be provided 
for spectators.

BOWIE ROUNDUP: The final stakes offer¬ 
ing on the Bowie slate was the Prince George’s 
on March 30. Hardly anyone would recognize 
it as the reincarnation of the old Prince George 
Autumn Handicap run last in 1951 when Bobby 
Mitchell rode Auditing to victory. Still carrying 
$10,000 in added money, the race is named for 
the county in which Bowie is situated, though 
the sponsor is fussier than the State in the use 
of the apostrophe. 

The Prince George’s, restricted to Maryland- 
breds, replaces the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes which 
was abandoned when the track’s early dates pre¬ 
cluded the advisability of staging a feature for 
two-year-olds in March. 

Mary knoll Farm’s Poppy Jay was the popular 
choice to annex the feature but Joe Serio, Jr.’s 
Dr. Herb stole the jump at the start and never 
was headed. Fourth choice in the wagering, Dr. 
Herb was bred by the late G. Ray Bryson and 
is trained by his owner, who acquired the three- 
year-old son of Buy and Sell—Sensme, by 
Roman, privately. 

After winning a division of the Marlboro 
Nursery Stakes and finishing third in the Pim¬ 
lico Breeders’ Stakes at two, Dr. Herb wintered 
at Charles Town, where he shared a dead-heat 
with Prince Murk and was second to Space 
Travel. In three Bowie races prior to his stakes 
engagement, his best showing was a close third 
to Bonus in an allowance test at six furlongs. 

The Prince George’s drew a field of seven 
home-breds and was contested for on a sloppy 
track. With veteran Jockey Rocco Sisto up, Dr. 
Herb splashed the six furlongs on a sloppy track 
in 1:11 4/5. After being in contention all the 
way, Poppy Jay was second, a half length be¬ 
hind the winner. Max Zipkin’s Time To Sell 
was third, two lengths to the fore of Mrs. J. 
Gomez’s Half Acre. 

First money in the Prince George’s was 
$7,098.75, which brought Dr. Herb’s earnings 
to $19,300.75. Following his major victory the 
colt’s record read: 19 starts, 7 wins, 5 seconds 
and 3 thirds. 

The 44-day session was a resounding success 
on virtually every count. Blessed by unseason¬ 
ably favorable weather, the Southern Maryland 
Racing Association’s meeting ended with a six 
per cent gain in attendance and a significant 
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12 per cent rise in handle. An average of 11,543 
fans turned out daily for their first shot at nine- 
race programs in Maryland. Daily average 
handle reached $1,028,796. Totals in the 
attendance and wagering departments were 
507,869 and $45,267,024. 

Best received of the 44 programs was that 
of Saturday, February 28, when 21,475 fans 
wagered $1,846,567. Feature attraction of the 
day was the Southern Maryland Handicap, won 
by Fred J. Thompson’s Sabotage. 

Vertex’s smashing score in the Campbell 
Memorial, March 28, his second $100,000 con¬ 
quest in eight days, was considered by some 
to be the highlight of the meeting. But those 
who have known Bowie in leaner days insist 
that astonishingly good (for February-March) 
racing weather stole the show. 

THE LEADERS: J. J. Brunetti and F. A. 
Piarulli’s Vertex, by virtue of his Campbell 
victory, was the meeting’s leading money-win¬ 
ner. The $74,595 Campbell purse also entitled 
his owners to the number one spot among the 
stables. Tinkalero, artistic daughter of Bolero 
which won the Abraham Lincoln, Burch Mem¬ 
orial and Barbara Frietchie, earned $36,992. 
Boncrist Farm’s Backbone and Mrs. Ben Cohen’s 
Pen Bolero accounted for the lesser awards. 

W. Hal Bishop’s incorporated stable, a late 
arrival, earned $51,937 to take second place 
among the owners. Triple M Farm and Boncrist 
Farm were third and fourth, respectively. 

Bernard P. Bond, fourth leading trainer in 
the country in 1958 without going south for 
the winter, topped the conditioners’ race with 
19 wins. His brother, Bowes, was runner-up 
with 13. Raymond Archer and Bishop were 
third and fourth. 

Jockey Howard Grant, who recently cele¬ 
brated his 20th birthday with appropriate fan¬ 
fare at Laurel, was nothing short of sensational 
at Bowie. Runner-up to Willie Shoemaker in 
the national standings in 1958, Grant, whose 
contract is owned by Carolyn K Stable, accepted 
135 mounts and won with 51, for a percentage 
of 38. Four times during the Bowie session he 
racked up four-winner afternoons and on March 
19 he won with six of his eight mounts to 
tie the local record. Apprentice Robert E. Corle 
won 31 of 183 races to be second with a per¬ 
il

centage of 17. Larry Reynolds, who lost his 
apprentice allowance at Laurel, was third with 
24 wins, two more than Larry Adams. 

BUSINESS AS USUAL: Full scale construc¬ 
tion work, which when completed will have 
enlarged Laurel’s main track to a mile and an 
eighth and the turf course to a full mile, was 
suspended April 1 for the duration of the 28- 
day meeting. Laurel adopted a bear-with-us-so- 
that-we-may-better-serve-you attitude and the 
transition went off with only minor inconveni¬ 
ence. In the manner of construction firms’ pro¬ 
viding knotholes for the enlightenment and 
entertainment of sidewalk superintendents, 
Laurel placed large signs on the various phases 
of the rebuilding program. Signs were keyed 
to numbers in the program which identified 
the various stages of the work, i.e., 3.-mile chute, 
4.-seven-furlong chute, etc. 

An opening day crowd of 10,635 turned out 
to see what had been going on and to wit¬ 


ness the traditional Capitol Handicap. Fred P. 
Meagher’s Mare’s Beau, the lone filly in the 
field, came from off the pace of Sand Boy and 
Tee Shirt to post a nose victory under the en¬ 
ergetic handling of Howard Grant. Third choice 
in the wagering at 3.20 to 1, Mare’s Beau ran 
the six furlongs in 1:12 4/5 while carrying 
114 pounds. 

J. Saliba’s fast but fainthearted Tee Shirt 
again failed to sustain his speed, though this 
was his best showing of the year while against 
superior opposition, and missed the $7,225 win¬ 
ner’s share by inches. William G. Helis, Jr.’s 
True Verdict was only a nose away in third 
place in a race which will have many fond recol¬ 
lections for Handicapper Charlie McLennan. 

Mare’s Beau, a five-year-old daughter of Your 
Host—Beau Bets, by Beau of Mine, was gain¬ 
ing her first stakes placing in a career of 36 
starts. She has won 12 races, been second 3 
times and third on five occasions. Her earnings 
amount to $49,833.

He finished 
fourth under top weight of 122 pounds. 

WILWYN WHIRLWIND: One of the new 
features on Laurel’s refurbished spring stakes 
schedule honors Robert Boucher’s Wilwyn, Eng¬ 
lish-bred winner and course record holder of 
the first running of the Washington, D. C. In¬ 
ternational. The inaugural of the $25,000- 
added race at a mile and 70 yards for three- 
year-olds and up was won by W. Hal Bishop’s 
Pete’s Folly in a driving finish. Breaking slowly 
from the Number Four post, Pete’s Folly circled 
the entire field in coming from thirteenth posi¬ 
tion to post his victory worth $14.00 for each 
$2 investment and $19,028.75 to his owners. 

The Wilwyn winner is a six-year-old altered 
son of Piet—Spring Folly, by Challedon. A 
stakes winner at four, five and six, he has won 
23 of his 96 starts, been second 16 times and 
third on 15 occasions. After the Wilwyn his 
earnings totaled $159,297. He was ridden by 
Jockey Harold Keene and trained by his owner, 
who purchased him in November, 1957 from 
Mrs. Patricia Hoban. 

Hare Raising, winner of the Bowie and 
Letellier Handicaps earlier, made up the other 
half of the Bishop entry but failed to sustain 
his speed and finished sixth. Two and one-half 
lengths behind the winner came E. Potter, Jr.’s 
Plion. The favored Air Pilot was another neck 
away in third place.

might even be said that Laurel serves as a 
tonic for these distinguished Turf personages. 
Mrs. Rice’s silks have been displayed promi¬ 
nently at the International track in the recent 
past by Ring King, winner of the Cherry Blos¬ 
som and Chesapeake Stakes. Troutt used to bring 
Royal Bay Gem to Laurel as a man brings a 
dipper to a watering-place. Royal Bay Gem is 
the only horse to win stakes at Laurel in three 
consecutive years. 

It was only natural then that Mrs. Rice and 
Troutt show up at Laurel this year, particularly 
when they had a four-year-old eligible for the 
new Maturity, a $50,000-added number at nine 
furlongs. The April 11 inaugural drew seven 
starters, all that were left of the original 112 
nominees. 

The Rice representative was Talent Show, a 
four-year-old gelding by Olympia—Royal Lily, 
by *Bull Dog. Boncrist Farm’s Backbone, which 
had beaten Talent Show a nose for second money 
in the John B. Campbell at Bowie, was made 
the favorite at 2.20 to 1. Talent Show was 
third choice behind Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Piano Jim. 

Backbone set out as if he planned to make 
all the running but soon tired of his chore in 
sloppy going and was replaced on the lead by 
Plion. Talent Show stalked the latter to just 
inside the stretch and then moved on to win 
with authority. Young Jack Leonard, contract 
rider for Mrs. Rice, was up. Talent Show, at 114 
pounds, was the second highweight among the 
starters. Backbone carried 119, but none too 
well. He trailed the field.

second money safe without serious threat. A 
Dragon Killer and Noureddin accounted for the 
lesser awards. The margins: 1*4 length, 2*4?, 
neck and a head. 

The Maturity was Talent Show’s first victory 
of the year but he had garnered $21,582 since 
January 1 by drawing minor checks in the New 
Year’s, Royal Poinciana, Palm Beach, Magic 
City and Campbell Handicaps. Following the 
Maturity the four-year-old’s record showed: 38 
starts, 8 wins, 8 seconds, 6 thirds and $178,179. 
He was bred by his owner. 

MINUTE-PLUS RICE: A week after captur¬ 
ing the Laurel Maturity with Talent Show, Clyde 
Troutt brought his dipper out again and went 
after the Chesapeake Stakes. This time he used 
the entry of Rare Rice and Cedar Brook. By 
now the bettors were wise to Mr. Troutt’s in¬ 
tentions and hopped aboard. They had no reason 
to regret their action, impulsive or otherwise. 
The Rice entry went off at 1.60 to 1 and made 
the price look good. Rare Rice was first out of 
the gate and his nose broke every one of the 
teletimer "eyes” en route home. A length and 
a half winner, he toured the 1 1/16-mile jour¬ 
ney in 1:44 2/5. Joe Culmone was in the saddle. 

With the exception of Mrs. Ben Cohen’s Pen 


Bolero, winner of the Governor’s Gold Cup at 
Bowie, each of the remaining ten starters was 
entitled to the maximum 12-pound allowance 
from the base weight of 122 pounds. 

Cockfield Stable’s Nimmer, a half brother to 
the 1957 Chesapeake winner Inswept was sec¬ 
ond, a length and a quarter in front of George 
A. Garrett’s Bonzo. Pen Bolero was fourth after 
being slow to respond. Cedar Brook faltered 
after a display of speed to finish seventh. Rare 
Rice, winner of the second division of the Alli¬ 
gator Handicap last year, has won 5 of his 19 
starts, been second 2 times, third 5 times and 
has earned $54,437. 

STEADY AS HE GOES: When Eddie Kelly 
broke camp in Carolina winter training quar¬ 
ters and headed for New York with the Brook¬ 
field Farm stable a delegation was on hand to 
greet him. Cynosure of all eyes was Intention¬ 
ally, a big, strapping black of which so much 
was to be expected in the weeks to come. In- 
tentionally’s arrival on the New York scene at¬ 
tracted attention because he was the last of the 
top two-year-olds of 1958 to put in his appear¬ 
ance. Sleek and sassy he was, and, when he won 
his first race as a sophomore on April 9 by six 
lengths, his Kentucky Derby stock zoomed.

Only unplaced twice in a career of 
17 starts, this fellow was posting his fifth 
straight win and first stakes success in the 
Paumonok.

BATTLE STATIONS: Before closing up 
shop for 1959, the Maryland General Assembly 
passed a bill to depose the present three-man 
Racing Commission and install a five-man 
board. The next move was up to Governor J. 
Millard Tawes. Fearing the political conse¬ 
quences of the measure which would sanction 
the appointment of five commissioners, two of 
which would represent harness interests, to serve 
at the Governor’s pleasure, a committee of 
prominent Turfmen was formed to block the 
measure if signed by the governor. 

A statewide petition is being circulated to 
force a referendum. Five thousand signatures 
will suspend action on the bill; an additional

Virtually every segment of Maryland racing, 
with the notable exception of Ocean Downs 
trotting track, opposes the measure which Chair¬ 
man D. Eldred Rinehart has termed ’’the most 
damaging legislation to have occurred since I 
have been connected with racing.” 

Rinehart views the bill as ’simply a case of 
politicians taking care of other politicians.” 

Allegedly the bill was instigated by the op¬ 
erators of Ocean Downs as reprisal for being 
denied the racing dates they requested. A re¬ 
vamped commission would give Ocean Downs 
more ’Voice” on policy matters and reduce the 
Turf body to the level of a puppet authority. 

SHOOTING THE RAPIDS: Neds Flying, 
winner of the 1957-’58 runnings of the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, dropped dead after working 
three miles at Timonium on Saturday, April 11. 
The 12-year-old owned by Mrs. C. Paul Denckla 
was training for a bid to gain his third Hunt 
Cup triumph. . . . Discovery and Blue Larkspur 
are the only stallions to sire two mares to be 
named ’’Broodmare of the Year.” Discovery’s 
daughter, Miss Traffic, was honored in 1954. His 
daughter Miss Disco, dam of Bold Ruler, In¬ 
dependence and Nasco, gained the 1958 award. 

When More Music won at Laurel recently 
he became the first homebred-and-raced winner 
for Mr. and Mrs. Daniel B. Brewster’s Worth¬ 
ington Farms. . . . Mrs. Henry Obre won four 
races—three at Middleburg and one at Laurel— 
on Saturday, April 11. Her Impulsive, dam of 
the $500,000 winner Clem, foaled a # Turn-to 
filly recently. The Obres recently built a six-

Race Honors Man o' War 

Thoroughbred racing’s greatest track is to 
honor the memory of the sport’s greatest 
Thoroughbred, Man o’ War. When the mam¬ 
moth new Aqueduct throws open its doors for 
its inaugural meeting on September 14, one of 
the highlights of its first season is to be the 
$100,000-added Man o’ War Stakes, the first to 
be named in honor of the horse rated immortal 
by all of the sport’s followers. 

“A race named for this great horse is long 
overdue,” said Mr. John W. Hanes, President 
of The New York Racing Association, in mak¬ 
ing the announcement. ‘There is no more ap¬ 
propriate place for it to be held than at Aqueduct 
where Man o’ War had his toughest race. This 
took place in the 1920 running of The Dwyer 
at old Aqueduct. In that race, Harry Payne 
Whitney’s John P. Grier fought Man o’ War 
right down to the eighth pole in a race that is 
still discussed wherever racing men gather.” 

"We have contemplated this stake ever since 
new Aqueduct was started and plans for it have 
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been completed. It will be run on Saturday, 
October 24, over the new turf course, which 
will be one of the finest in the country. This 
race will be an annual event for three-year-olds 
and up, at a distance of a mile and a half and 
will have an added value of $100,000.” 

“As a further means of perpetuating the 
memory of America’s greatest race horse, The 
New York Racing Association preserved the 
eighth pole when the old Aqueduct track was 
demolished. There is quite a story connected 
with the eighth pole at old Aqueduct for it was 
in Man o’ War’s brilliant race with John P. 
Grier that, for a fleeting moment, John P. Grier 
got his head in front of Man o’ War. Clarence 
Kummer, who was riding the champion, flicked 
him once and he came on to win by a length and 
a half over this fine colt which had given him 
the sternest challenge of his life. The eighth 
pole from old Aqueduct will be enshrined with 
appropriate ceremonies and a commemorative 
plaque in the front garden of the new Aqueduct 
racing center.” 

Always Up There 

Two of the last three Calumet Farm colts to 
run in the Preakness at Pimlico won. They were 
Fabius in 1956 and Tim Tam last year. Iron 
Liege, Calumet’s 1957 candidate, was second to 
Bold Ruler.

The Maryland Hunt Cup 

The 63rd running of the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
won by H. Robertson Fenwick’s Fluctuate, pro¬ 
vided one of the finest exhibitions of fencing 
seen in Maryland in many a year. Crompton 
Smith, Jr., took time out from his studies at 
Princeton to ride the winner. 

Ten horses started and all ten completed the 
grueling four-mile run, made hazardous by the 
presence of 22 unyielding fences. 

The only horse to fall in the race was Mrs. 
Lewis C. Ledyard’s Jimp, which was remounted 
immediately by Rider Michael Bailie and con¬ 
tinued on to finish seventh. 

The race was a stirring one from beginning 
to end. Janon Fisher, Jr.’s, Shindy, ridden by 
Janon Fisher III, surprised most of the gather¬ 
ing with a brilliant display of speed and jump¬ 
ing ability up to the nineteenth fence. 

The nine-year-old gelding went to the lead 
at the start and either set or forced the pace for 
the first nineteen fences. 

Mainstay, ridden by Benjamin H. Murray, 
was never worse than third as he seesawed with 
Gofetchit for the runner-up spot during the 
early stages. 

Fluctuate, meanwhile, was running fourth, 
jumping perfectly under his 21-year-old rider. 

Mr. Smith, a son and grandson of well-known 
amateur riders, sent his horse into contention 
approaching the nineteenth fence. The 12-year- 
old gelding didn’t attain the lead until the final 
fence. 

Despite the brilliance of Fluctuates perform¬ 
ance, the son of Swing And Sway is not a veteran 
point-to-point horse. His owner, who is master 
of hounds for the Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Club, said that the gelding is actually making 
his first season as a timber horse. 

We bought him as a two-year-old,” said Mr. 
Fenwick, "for $500 and another horse thrown 
in on the deal. He was bred by Harry Straus, 
and Howard Lomas got him after Mr. Straus 
was killed in that airplane accident. 

"I don’t know why we waited this long to 
try him. I guess it was just that we always seemed 
to have another horse in the barn who looked 
a little better. Jill (Mrs. Fenwick) rode him 
every spring in the Green Spring Hunt Club’s 
old fashioned point to point, and she usually 
won the race with him. 

But we just didn’t take that success too 
seriously until this year when we didn’t have 
anything else to run.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Fenwick trained Fluctuate to¬ 
gether. They make their home just a mile or so 
from the site of the Hunt Cup course, which lies 
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on both sides of Tufton avenue on the estates 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel B. Brewster. 

Time for the race was 8.51 2/5, making it the 
fastest running since 1951. The course record 
of 8.44 was established in 1938 by Blockade, 
ridden by J. F. ColwiL. 

Completing the field in the following order 
behind the first three horses were: Louis Neil- 
son, Jr.’s Coke Hi, ridden by Louis Neilson 3d; 
William H. Turner, Jr.’s Carolina Hills, ridden 
by the owner; Mr. Fisher’s Shindy, ridden by 
Janon Fisher 3d; Mrs. Ledyard’s Jimp, ridden 
by Mr. Bailie; Mrs. Walter Stoke’s Aquitine 
Play, ridden by William R. King; Lewis C. 
Ledyard’s Jinxed Star, ridden by Eugene Wey¬ 
mouth, and William B. Thompson’s Gofetchit. 

My Lady's Manor 

A day-long rain reduced the starting field to 
just three contestants, as Stuart S. Janney, Jr.’s, 
Mainstay galloped to an eight-length victory in 
the 49th running of the My Lady’s Manor point- 
to-point, April 11. 

Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Shindy was second in the 
three-mile timber race with John C. West’s 
Espantoon finishing a distant third. 

Rain cut attendance to an estimated 500, but 
the course was described by the winning rider 
as "not at all treacherous.” 

Astride Mainstay was Benjamin H. Murray, 
30-year-old Towson law firm employee. Murray, 
who is known as "Laddie,” was gaining his third 
triumph in the race run annually near Monkton 
over the properties of Donald H. Pearce, Gor¬ 
don H. Pearce, J. K. Secor and L. Murray War- 
field. 

Mainstay, an eight-year-old gelding, was gain¬ 
ing the biggest victory of his hunt racing career. 

Espantoon, ridden by 16-year-old Jack Gris¬ 
wold, set all of the early pace, maintaining his 
advantage to the twelfth fence. At this jump, 
Mainstay went to the front, and easily opened a 
long lead. 

At the sixteenth and final fence, Mainstay was 
coasting along on a 12- length margin. 

Mainstay, which was bred by his Glyndon 
owner, had previously won only one minor 
timber race run over a recognized course. 

Time for the race was an unimpressive 6.50, 
but there is no doubt Mainstay would have run 
faster had he been pushed. 

In the second event on the two-race program, 
nine horses went postward. 

Winner by two lengths of the running of the 
John Rush Streett Memorial was Chestnut 
Chief, owned and ridden by William B. Thomp¬ 
son.

The eight-year-old gelding prevailed in a 
driving finish as Weepers Date, owned and 
ridden by Earl V. Wilhelm, provided a strong 
challenge over the last three fences. 

Despite the presence of nine jumpers in the 
race, restricted to horses which had never won 
two races over timber, the contest developed 
into a two-horse struggle between Chestnut 
Chief and Weepers Date. 

Third at the finish line was Benjamin H. Gris¬ 
wold, Ill’s, New Bull. 

Although New Bull was some 30 lengths be¬ 
hind Weepers Date, he was only a nose in front 
of Harry A. Love’s Berber, the fourth-place 
finisher. 

It was another eight lengths back to E. H. 
Bennett’s Pobejo. 

Grand National 

Mainstay, with Laddie Murray aboard, won 
his second straight Maryland point-to-point race, 
on April 18, with a convincing victory in the 
Grand National at Butler. 

Fluctuate, owned by H. R. Fenwick, was sec¬ 
ond, and Shindy, owned by Janon Fisher, Jr., 
was third. 

Mainstay, owned by Stuart F. Janney, Jr., 
broke well, and ran a comfortable second most 
of the way over 18 fences and three miles of 
hunting country in Western Run Valley. 

At the 17th fence, after a head-and-head strug¬ 
gle with Carolina Hill, Mainstay pulled in front. 

The two hunters took the 17th almost simul¬ 
taneously, but Carolina Hill fell. 


Murray drove Mainstay down the stretch 
and over the finish line ten lengths ahead of 
Fluctuate. 

Nine hunters started the race and six finished. 

First spilled was Berber, which fell at the 
second fence, and sent his jockey, Bryan Arm¬ 
strong, to Union Memorial Hospital for obser¬ 
vation. 

William Turner, Jr., riding Carolina Hill 
went uninjured when his mount went down at 
the 17th. The same fence was also disastrous 
for Theodoric which cut the barrier and fin¬ 
ished last. 

Jimp fell at the sixth fence but his rider 
remounted and brought the horse in fifth. 

Snuggle Bunny, Robin Walker’s chestnut 
mare from Toronto, pulled up at the 12th (per¬ 
haps out of breath since Walker, who rode his 
own horse, weighed 202 pounds). 

Approximately 1,200 horse-happy Maryland¬ 
ers clustered near the jumps and picnicked in 
the Western Run Valley to see the race. 

The second race, the Western Run Plate, re¬ 
sulted in an exciting win for Aquitine Play, 
owned by Mrs. Walter Stokes of Wayne, Pa. 
William King rode. The horse was in the lead 
by the 12th fence and held it all the way home, 
20 lengths ahead of Barge Toter, with Stokes 
Lott up. 

Pobejo, with E. H. Bennett in the saddle, 
was third by a head. 

Mainstay won the Grand National in 
6:14 3/5, approximately six seconds slower than 
the course record, set last year. 

Time for the Western Run Plate was 6:29. 
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t y ss Disco is now the property of Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps. She was bred by Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt and sold at public auction as a yearling. Her breeder was in the service at the time. 


Miss Disco Honored 

The Maryland-bred Miss Disco, dam of the 
1957 Horse of the Year, Bold Ruler, who was 
also the 1958 sprint champion, has been selected 
"Broodmare of the Year 1958” by the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. Miss Disco 
was awarded the honor April 28 at the annual 
Derby trainers’ dinner party at the Brown Hotel 
in Louisville. 

The choice of the 15-year-old daughter of 
Discovery—Outdone, by Pompey, underlines 
the discerning eye and democratic principles of 
Hard Boot horsemen. 

Now owned by Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps’ 
Wheatley Stable, Miss Disco was foaled May 
16, 1944, at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 
Farm, Glyndon. She was foaled at the time her 
breeder, Lt. Vanderbilt, was prowling the coasts 
of New Guinea on PT-196, of the 12th Torpedo 
Squadron. 


During the years that Vanderbilt was away 
at war, the Sagamore yearlings were sold at auc¬ 
tion. Miss Disco and 13 other yearlings from 
the Maryland farm were shipped to Long Island 
to be sold at the 1945 Meadowbrook sales. She 
was purchased by Sidney Schupper for $2,100. 
Other fine Sagamore-breds similarly loosed on 
the wartime market were Knockdown, winner 
of the Santa Anita Derby and sire, and Conniver, 
top racemare and stakes producer. 

Miss Disco, under the training of A. Pascuma 
and Jake Byer, acquitted herself well on the 
track, winning 10 of her 54 starts and $80,250. 
Her most noteworthy accomplishments were 
victories in the Test Stakes, and Interborough, 
American Legion and New Rochelle Handicaps. 

Early in 1950, A. B. Hancock, Jr., as agent, 
purchased Miss Disco, then a six-year-old, for 
Mrs. Phipps. Bred to Rosemont the same year, 
she foaled the winner Hill Rose in 1951. Her

second foal was Independence (by # Nasrullah) 
winner of the Broad Hollow Steeplechase 
Handicap in 1957. 

Returned to *Nasrullah, Miss Disco foaled 
Explorer in 1953. A winner, she was possessed 
of good speed though she suffered from a wind 
affliction. Explorer is now in production. 

Bold Ruler, the reason for Miss Disco’s se¬ 
lection for broodmare honors, was foaled in 
1954, also to the cover of *Nasrullah. A horse 
of brilliant speed and rare weight-carrying abil¬ 
ity, Bold Ruler won 23 of 33 starts and $764,205. 
He is best remembered in Maryland for his 
brilliant win in the 81st running of the Preak- 
ness, in which he avenged his Derby defeat by 
Iron Liege. 

Bold Ruler was named 1957 Horse of the 


Year, and sprint champion the following season, 
during which his lightest impost was 133 
pounds. As a three-year-old he carried 136 
pounds to victory in the Ben Franklin Handicap. 

Nasco, Miss Disco’s third stakes winner by 
*Nasrullah, was foaled in 1955. As a three-year- 
old he won the Saranac Handicap and was sec¬ 
ond in the Dwyer and third in the Peter Pan. 

Miss Disco has been at A. B. Hancock’s Clai¬ 
borne Farm since her retirement to the breed¬ 
ing paddocks. Her dam, Outdone, is the matri¬ 
arch of Sagamore. Oldest of the Vanderbilt 
matrons at 23 (Now What is a year younger). 
Outdone was a winner at two, including a vic¬ 
tory in the Sagamore Handicap. 

At stud, Outdone has produced nine winners, 
including three stakes winners. She holds her

age well and displays surprising spirit for one 
of her years. She was bred this year to Occupy. 

In 1943, Outdone foaled Thwarted, stakes 
winner of 32 races and $114,920. He was the 
first of three successive stakes winners produced 
by Outdone to covers of Discovery. The follow¬ 
ing year Outdone dropped Miss Disco. In 1945 
she foaled Loser Weeper, winner of 16 races 
and $232,920. Now sharing stud duties at Saga¬ 
more with Native Dancer, Loser Weeper won 
the Metropolitan, Suburban and Butler handi¬ 
caps, among other races. Outdone also produced 
the stakes-placed Outsmart (Occupy ) and Good 
Loser (Discovery), and the winners Foiled, 
First Come, Well Done and Runner-Up. 

The selection of Miss Disco for the Brood¬ 
mare of the Year award keeps the national spot¬ 
light on Maryland breeding, where, thanks to 
Vertex, it has been focused the past several 
weeks. 

"Steeplechasing In America" 

The 1959 edition of "Steeplechasing In 
America” came off the presses recently clad in 
a striking black and pink jacket. Edited by John 
E. Cooper, executive secretary of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, the volume 
expresses an experienced and informative pic¬ 
ture of the infield sport.

Rubber Protects 'Chasers 

A new innovation in steeplechasing—rubber 
pants for the hurdle bars—promises to cut by 
as much as 75 per cent hurdle breakage and 
attendant horse injury. 

Many horses striking the hurdles have re¬ 
ceived sharp and damaging blows. If the con¬ 
tact broke the hurdle top rail or bar, splintering 
frequently caused severe injury to the horse. 

To offset this danger, a hurdle guard has been 


developed. This is a closed-cell cellular rubber 
strip, combined with an adhesive-faced fabric. 
It extends completely around the hurdle bar. 
Should a horse strike the hurdle, the rubber 
cushions the blow. It also cuts breakage and 
splintering. 

The new steeplechase safety device is de¬ 
scribed and illustrated in the current issue of 
Rubber Developments.

He 
had 15 wins, was in the place position 11 times 
and was third once. Racing against the best in 
the nation, Adios Day was a model of consistency 
and shares the season’s two-year-old mile mark 
of 2:00 3/5. 

Other top trainer-drivers who will have en¬ 
tries in the Chesapeake Bay include Johnny 
Simpson, Fred Bradbury, John "Tick’’ Wilcutts, 
Jack Smith, Joe Eyler, Bill Fleming and Dave 
Legum. 

Simpson has named Atlas Farvel, Cleo 
Young’s fine bay gelding for the event. Bradbury 
has put up Claim Agency, a promising three- 
year-old owned by the ABC Freight Forward¬ 
ing Company. 

Legum has tabbed Brown Star, which picked 
up $3,537 last season while finishing in the 
money six times in ten outings.

49 States Produce 

The person who said that "a good horse could 
be bred at the North Pole will have a chance 
to prove his point now that Alaska has become 
the 49th State. 

Statistics released by The Jockey Club, listing 
the birthplace of the current crop of two-year- 
olds, show that, with the lone exception of 
Alaska, every state of the Union, including 
Hawaii, the 50th member, had produced at least 
one of the foals registered for racing this year. 

The Jockey Club registered 10,757, of which 
963 were foaled outside the continental limits 
of the United States. Of these, 803 were foaled 
in Canada, 100 in Mexico, 39 in Cuba and 21 
in Puerto Rico. 

The possibility of breeding Thoroughbreds in 
Alaska is not so remote as one might think. The 
coastal regions in the southern part of the state 
are fertile and grassy and the temperatures are 
no colder than in Idaho and Montana. There 
are several owners of Thoroughbreds residing in 
Alaska who have been breeding their stock in 
Washington and now that their own state is a 
member of the Union it will be a matter of pride 
for them to experiment and see what Alaska 
can produce. 

As usual, Kentucky was the foaling place of 
the highest percentage of the foals. It led the 
list with 3,061, representing almost 33 per cent 
of the total. California, which has been develop- 
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ing its breeding farms in the past decade, ac¬ 
counts for 1,502 of the current crop, with Vir¬ 
ginia a distant third with 625 registered foals. 

Two states, Maine and Mississippi, just missed 
being blanked, each reporting one Thorough¬ 
bred.

Greentree Stable’s Pop Corn, the 1958 win¬ 
ner, and five horses which have won stakes this 
season, head a list of 40 grass handicap stars 
nominated for the $25,000-added Dixie Handi¬ 
cap at Pimlico. 

This is six more than were named last year. 

The Dixie, for three-year-olds and up, will be 
run for the 58th time at 1% miles over Pim¬ 
lico’s turf course on Saturday, May 9. 

Pop Corn will be trying to become the second 
horse ever to win consecutive runnings of the 
Dixie. Sarazen triumphed in 1925 and 1926. 

The five 1959 stakes winners nominated are 
Brae Burn Farm’s General Arthur, which ac¬ 
counted for the Bougainvillea Turf and Green 
Valley Handicaps; Cain Hoy Stable’s One-Eyed 
King, winner of the Donn Handicap; King 
Ranch’s MacBern, which captured the San 
Gabriel Handicap; Ada L. Rice’s Talent Show, 
winner of the Laurel Maturity; and C. Mahlon 
Kline’s Mystic II, which won the Westchester 
Handicap at Jamaica. 

Two stables, including that of Kline, nomi¬ 
nated three horses. In addition to Mystic II, 
Kline named Adare II, third in last year s run¬ 
ning of the Dixie, and Saim. The Hasty House 
Farm of Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben named its 
one-two grass-running punch of Ekaba and 
Mahan along with Sarcasmo.
